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This  list  contains  the  titles  of  the  portraits  in  oils  and  of  the  pieces  of 
statuary  now  in  the  Virginia  State  Library.  It  does  not  include  the  many 
engravings,  lithographs,  and  photographs  in  the  library,  the  Intention  being 
to  list  these  at  some  future  time  in  a  separate  bulletin. 

A  brief  biographical  note  has  been  compiled  for  the  subject  of  each 
portrait.  I  have  used,  In  the  preparation  of  the  notes,  in  addition  to  tha 
well  known  printed  sources,  the  manuscripts  and  newspapers  in  the  State 
Library,  and  the  letters,  received  by  the  library  in  answer  to  special  in- 
quiries, from  friends  and  relatives  of  those  represented  in  the  portrait 
gallery.  Especial  care  has  been  observed  to  make  a  complete,  though  brief, 
statement  of  the  political  career  of  each  of  the  governors  of  whom  there  is 
a  portrait  in  the  gallery. 

In  some  instances,  the  information  as  to  the  portraits  themselves,  at 
present  available,  is  very  meagre.  I  have  given  what  I  could  gather  from 
conversation  with  antiquarians  and  artists  in  Richmond,  from  published 
sources,  and  from  all  the  original  records  of  gift  or  purchase  that  I  have 
been  able  to  find  in  the  library  files. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  portrait  gallery  in  1873,  several  portraits 
and  pieces  of  statuary  have  been  removed  from  the  collection,  some  being 
now  in  the  Capitol  and  some  in  the  court-room  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
others  having  been  returned  to  the  depositors.  This  will  explain  the  omis- 
sion of  several  familiar  names  from  the  list. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  use  of  the  publication  issued  by  Mr.  W.  G. 
Stanard  and  'Mr.  W.  W.  Scott  in  1894,  entitled^  "The  Capitol  of  Virginia 
and  the  Confederate  States,  Historical  and  Descriptive,"  and  the  "List 
of  Portraits  and  Statuary,"  compiled  by  E.  S.  Evans,  former  Assistant 
Librarian.  I  am  indebted,  however,  for  the  greatest  assistance,  to  the 
information  derived  personally  from  Mr.  W.  W.  Scott,  Librarian  of  the 
State  Law  Library,  Mr.  W.  G.  Stanard,  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Historical 
Society,  Mr.  Edward  V.  Valentine,  the  well  known  sculptor  of  Richmond, 
and  Mr.  R.  T.  Daniel,  well  versed  in  the  history  of  art  in  the  State.  All 
of  these  gave,  without  stint,  of  their  knowledge  of  the  subjects  of  the 
portraits  and  of  the  painters.  Acknowledgment  is  due  also  to  Dr.  H.  R. 
Mcllwaine,  Mrs.  K.  P.  Minor,  and  Mr.  Morgan  P.  Robinson  for  help  and 
suggestions. 

Earl  G.  Swem. 
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Archer,  William  Segar.  Born  March 
5,  1789,  in  Amelia  Co.,  Va.,  son 
of  Col.  William  Archer,  a*  distin- 
guished officer  of  the  Revolution. 
Attended  William  and  Mary  Col- 
lege. Virginia  House  of  Dele- 
gates, 1812,  1813,  1818,  1819. 
Elected  a  representative  from  Vir- 
ginia to  the  16th  Congress  and 
took  his  seat  Jan.  18,  1820;  re- 
elected to  the  17th,  18th,  19th, 
20th,  21st,  22nd,  23rd  Congresses, 
serving  till  1835.  U.  S.  Senator 
1841-1847.  Member  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Hampden-Sidney  Col- 
lege, 1820-1839.  Died  March  28, 
1855.

Barbour,  James.  Born  in  Orange 
Co.,  Va.,  June  10,  1775,  son  of 
Col.  Thomas  Barbour.  Acquired 
a  knowledge  of  law  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  practice  at  age  of  19. 
Virginia  House  of  Delegates, 
1798,  1799,  180|0,  1801,  1802,  1804, 
1807,  1808,  1809,  1810,  1811. 
While  a  member  of  the  House, 
he  was  elected  governor  to  suc- 
ceed George  William  Smith,  who 
perished  in  the  Richmond  Theater 
fire   of   Dec.   26,   1811.      His  term 


began  Jan.  3,  1812,  and  con- 
tinued till  Dec.  12,  1814.  U.  S. 
Senator,  1815-1825.  Secretary  of 
War  under  J.  Q.  Adams,  182  5- 
May  26,  1828.  Minister  to  Great 
Britain,  1828-Sept.  1829,  when 
he  was  recalled  by  Pres.  Jackson. 
Chairman  of  the  national  conven- 
tion which  nominated  W.  H.  Har- 
rison for  president  in  183  9. 
"Though  others  claim  that  dis- 
tinction, there  is  little  reason  to 
doubt  that  he  was  the  originator 
of  the  Literary  Fund  of  Virginia." 
He  died  at  Barboursville,  June 
7,   1842.

Black  Hawk.  Born  17  67.  A  sub- 
ordinate chief  of  the  Sauk  and 
Fox  Indians,  born  at  the  Sauk  vil- 
lage at  the  mouth  of  Rock  River, 
111.  Leader  in  the  Black  Hawk 
War  of  1832.  Captured  at  close  of 
war  and  sent  east  and  confined  for 
more  than  a  month  at  Fortress 
Monroe,  when  he  was  taken  on  a 
tour  through  the  eastern  cities.  In 
1837  he  accompanied  Keokuk   on 
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a  second  trip  to  the  east.  He 
died  near  Iowaville  on  the  Des 
Moines  River,  Oct.  3,   1838.

Blair,  John  Durborrow.  Born  Oct. 
15,  175  9,  at  Faggs  Manor,  Pa., 
son  of  Rev.  John  Blair.  Gradu- 
ated from  Princeton  College  in 
1775.  Principal  of  Washington- 
Henry  Academy  in  Hanover,  1780. 
Licensed  to  preach  about  1785. 
Pastor  of  a  church  at  Pole  Green 
in  Hanover.  He  removed  to 
Richmond,  and  preached  on  every 
alternate  Sunday  in  the  Capitol, 
giving  one-half  his  time  to  the 
church  in  Hanover.  His  preach- 
ing in  Richmond  was  in  friendly 
association  with  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buchanan  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  He  died  Jan.  10,  1823, 
at  Richmond.

Bolivar,  Simon.  Born  July  24, 
1783,  in  Caracas,  Venezuela. 
Studied  law  at  Madrid.  Returned 
to  Caracas,  1801.  Visited  the  U. 
S.,  1809.  Took  an  active  part  in 
the  revolution  at  Caracas  in  1810. 
Captured  Caracas  Aug.  4,  1813, 
and  was  then  named  temporary- 
dictator.  A  congress  at  Angos- 
tura decreed  the  union  of  Vene- 
zuela and  New  Granada  in  the 
republic  of  Colombia,  and  Bolivar 
was  elected  president,  Dec.  17, 
1819.  Entered  Quito,  Ecuador, 
June  16,  1822,  and  added  Ecua- 
dor to  Colombia.  Sept.  1,  1823, 
he  was  made  dictator  of  Peru. 
In  Aug.,  1825,  made  perpetual 
protector  of  Upper  Peru.  Peru 
turned  against  him  in  182  6  and 
Bolivia  soon  followed.  He  re- 
mained president  of  the  three 
countries  forming  Colombia  till 
his  death  at  San  Pedro,  near 
Santa  Marta,  Dec.    17,    1830.

Broadus,  John  Albert.  Born  Jan. 
24,  1827,  in  Culpeper  Co.,  Va., 
son   of    Major    Edmund    Broadus. 


Educated  at  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, receiving  degree  of  M.  A. 
in  1850.  Assistant  professor  of 
Latin  and  Greek  in  Univ.  of  Va., 
1851-1853.  Pastor  of  Baptist 
Church  at  Charlottesville,  1851- 
1855.  Chaplain  of  the  Univ., 
1855-1857.  In  1859  he  became 
Professor  of  the  Interpretation  of 
the  New  Testament  and  Homi- 
letics  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  Greenville, 
S.  C.  In  1877,  the  Seminary  was 
removed  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  in 
1888,  he  became  its  president.  In 
18  63  he  preached  as  missionary 
in  Gen.  R.  E.  Lee's  army.  He 
died  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  Mar.  16, 
1895.

Brooke,  Robert.  Born  1761,  son  of 
Richard  Brooke.  He  was  sent  to 
Edinburgh  to  be  educated.  He 
tried  to  return  home,  while  the 
War  of  the  Revolution  was  still  in 
progress,  but  had  much  difficulty 
in  reaching  Virginia.  He  joined 
a  volunteer  troop  of  cavalry,  un- 
der Capt.  Larkin  Smith.  He  was 
captured  in  a  charge  at  Westham; 
he  was  soon  exchanged  and  began 
the  practice  of  law.  Virginia 
House  of  Delegates  1791,  1792, 
1793,  1794.  He  became  governor 
Dec.  1,  1794,  and  qualified  for  the 
second  term,  Dec.  1,  1795.  Elect- 
ed Attorney  General  Nov.  16, 
1796,  and  held  this  office  until 
his  death,  Feb.  27,  1800.  Chosen 
Grand  Master  of  the  A.  F.  and 
A.  M.  Nov.  23,  1795,  and  again 
Nov.    28,    1796.

It  is  not  certain  that  this  is  a  like- 
ness of  Gov.  Brooke.  In  the  St.  Me- 
min collection  at  the  Corcoran  Gallery, 
Washington,  the  picture  corresponding 
to  this  portrait  is  not  entitled  Robert 
Brooke,  but  Richard  Brooke,  the  son 
of  the  governor.  In  a  recent  letter  to 
the  State  Library,  Mr.  T.  V.  Brooke 
says  that  his  father  (grandson  of  Gov. 
Brooke)  always  supposed  that  the  St. 
Memin  portrait  which  he  owned  was  of 
Richard   and  not  Robert  Brooke. 

Buchanan,  John.  Born  in  1748  near 
Dumfries,  Scotland.  Educated  at 
University    of    Edinburgh.      After

studying  law  he  came  to  America 
and  joined  his  brother  James  in 
the  mercantile  business  in  Rich- 
mond. He  returned  to  Great 
Britain,  studied  divinity,  and  re- 
ceived orders  in  the  Church  of 
England  in  1775.  He  returned  to 
Virginia  and  in  17  80  took  charge 
of  Lexington  Parish.  On  May  10, 
1785,  chosen  assistant  minister  to 
Rev.  Mr.  Selden,  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Henrico  parish.  On  death 
of  Mr.  Selden,  he  succeeded  to  the 
rectorship,  June  7,  1785,  and  con- 
tinued in  charge  of  the  church  till 
his  death  in  1822.  For  some 
time  he  preached  alternately  in 
the  Capitol  with  Rev.  J.  D.  Blair. 
He   died  Dec.    19,   1822.

Cabell,  Joseph  Carrington.  Born 
Dec.  26,  1778.  Educated  at 
Hampden-Sidney  College  and  at 
William  and  Mary  Colege,  where 
he  graduated  in  1798.  Studied 
law,  but  never  practiced  it. 
Traveled  in  Europe  Nov.,  1802  to 
June,  180  6.  Virginia  House  of 
Delegates  1808,  1809,  1831,  1832, 
1833,  1834.  Virginia  Senate 
1810  to  1829.  Visitor  of  Univ. 
of  Va.  1819  to  1856.  Rector  of 
the  Univ.  of  Va.  183  4-183  6,  and 
1845  to  1856.  A  most  earnest  ad- 
vocate of  education  and  internal 
improvement  in  Virginia.  He  was 
Jefferson's  right  hand  man  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Univ.  of 
Va.  First  president  of  James 
River  and  Kanawha  Canal  Co., 
May,  1835-Feb.  1846.  Died  Feb. 
5,    1856.

Cabell,  William  H.  Born  Dec.  16, 
1772,  at  Boston  Hill,  Cumberland 
Co.,  Va.  Attended  Hampden- 
Sidney  College,  1785-1789.  In 
17  90  went  to  William  and  Mary 
College,    and   continued   there   un- 


til July,  17  93.  Began  to  practice 
law  July,  1794.  Virginia  House 
of  Delegates  1796,  1798,  1802, 
1803,  1804,  1805.  Elected  Gov- 
ernor Dec,  1805  and  continued 
till  Dec,  1808.  He  was  then 
elected  a  judge  of  the  General 
Court,  which  office  he  held  till 
April  3,  1811.  Appointed  to 
Court  of  Appeals  by  Gov.  Monroe, 
and  qualified  Apr.  3,  1811. 
Chosen  by  the  General  Assembly 
to  the  same  office  Dec.  11,  1811, 
which  he  held  till  his  retirement 
in  18  51.  President  of  this  Court 
1842-1851.  He  died  Jan.  12, 
1853.

Educated  at  Petersburg  Classical 
Academy,  North  Carolina  Military 
Academy  and  Washington  Univer- 
sity, St.  Louis.  Enlisted  in  Con- 
federate States  Army  in  May, 
18  61,  wounded  at  2d  Manassas 
and  surrendered  at  Appomattox. 
Editor  of  leading  papers  in  Vir- 
ginia, 186  6-7  6.  Admitted  to  the 
bar,  187  6.  Mayor  of  Petersburg 
187  6-82.  Governor  of  Virginia* 
1882-86.  Member  of  Constitution- 
al Convention   of  1901-02.

Campbell,  David.  Born  Aug.  2, 
1779,  at  Royal  Oak,  Botetourt 
Co.,  (now  in  Smyth  Co.),  Va., 
son  of  John  Campbell.  His  father 
was  clerk  of  Washington  Co., 
1779  to  1815.  From  1802  to 
1812,  he  assisted  his  father  as 
deputy  clerk.  Major  of  12th  in- 
fantry, U.  S.  Army,  July  6,  1812. 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  20th  U.  S. 
regiment,  March  12,  1813.  He 
was  in  the  campaigns  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  toward  Lake  Cham- 
plain.  Resigned  from  sickness 
January  28,  1814.  Colonel  of  3d 
Va.  Cavalry,  January  25,  1815. 
Clerk     of     the     county     court     of 
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Washington  Co.,  1815  to  1837. 
Virginia  Senate  1820-1824.  Gov- 
ernor of  Va.  March  31,  1837,  to 
March  30,  1840.  Justice  of  the 
peace,  Washington  county,  1840 
to  1852.  Diedi  at  Mont  Calm, 
March    19,    1859.

Cary,  Archibald.  Born  at  Williams- 
burg, Va.,  Feb.  4,  1721.  Member 
from  Goochland  of  the  House  of 
Burgesses,  1748,  1749;  from  Ches- 
terfield, 17  58  to  1776.  Member 
of  the  convention  of  1774,  of  the 
3  conventions  of  17  75,  and  of  the 
convention  of  177  6.  Virginia  Sen- 
ate, 1776  to  1786;  Speaker  of  the 
Senate,  1776-1786.  In  1773  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
of  Correspondence,  and  in  the  con- 
vention of  17  76  he  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  prepare  a 
declaration  of  rights  and  a  plan  of 
government.  He  died  at  Ampt- 
hill,  Chesterfield  Co.,  Feb.  26, 
1787.

Claiborne,  William.  Born  about 
1587.  He  came  to  Virginia  in 
1621  with  Governor  Wyatt,  having 
been  engaged  by  the  Virginia 
Company  as  the  surveyor.  He  was 
appointed  in  1625  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  colony  and  member 
of  the  Council.  Member  of  the 
Council  1627.  Apr.  6,  1642,  he 
was  appointed  Treasurer  of  Va. 
for  life.  He  was  not  Secretary  in 
the  years  1637-1651,  but  was  re- 
stored to  the  position  in  April, 
16  52,  and  retained  it  until  the 
Restoration.  As  the  agent  of 
Cloberry  &  Co.  of  London,  he  es- 
tablished a  trading  post  on  Kent 
Island  in  1631.  This  became 
a  flourishing  settlement  and  in 
1632  sent  a  burgess  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  Va.  In  1634  it  was 
claimed  by  Leonard  Calvert,  gov- 
ernor  of   Maryland,   as   a   part   of 


that  colony  and  was  for  a  long 
time  a  subject  of  dispute  result- 
ing in  some  bloodshed.  On  the 
execution  of  Charles  I,  Maryland 
and  Virginia  proclaimed  Charles 
II,  whereupon  Claiborne,  at  his 
own  request,  was  in  1651  ap- 
pointed by  Parliament  member  of 
a  commission  to  reduce  these 
colonies.  The       commissioners 

reached  Virginia  at  the  head  of 
an  English  expedition  in  March, 
1652,  overthrew  the  cavalier  gov- 
ernment and  established  a  round- 
head government,  with  Richard 
Bennet  as  Governor  and  Claiborne 
as  Secretary.  Little  is  known  of 
Claiborne  from  the  Restoration 
until  his  death,  which  occurred 
about   1677.

Clark,  George  Rogers.  Born  near 
Monticello,  Albemarle  Co.,  Va., 
Nov.  19,  1752.  He  spent  his  early 
life  in  Caroline  County.  Early  in 
177  5,  he  went  to  Kentucky.  He 
was  made  a  major  of  the  militia 
in  1776,  and  sent  as  a  delegate  to 
the  Virginia  Convention  to  urge 
the  claims  of  the  settlements  on  the 
frontier  for  defence.  As  a  result, 
the  new  county  of  Kentucky  was 
formed.  In  1777,  he  repelled  the 
Indian  attacks  on  Harrodsburg, 
sent  spies  to  the  Illinois  country, 
and  on  their  return  hastened  to 
Virginia  to  lay  before  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  his  plan  for  its 
conquest.  His  plan  was  approved, 
and  he  was  made  a  Lieutenant 
Colonel  with  authority  to  raise 
the  necessary  troops.  He  captured 
Kaskaskia  July  4,  17  78.  With 
fewer  than  170  men  he  marched 
in  midwinter  from  Kaskaskia  to 
Vincennes  "through  the  submerged 
lands  of  the  Wabash  and  its  tribu- 
taries, sometimes  breaking  the  ice 
too  thin  to  bear  them,  often  wad- 
ing up  to  their  armpits  in  water, 
with  scanty  food."  He  captured 
Vincennes  Feb.  24,  1779.  He  re- 
turned to  Virginia  about  the  close 
of  1780.  In  Jan.  1781  he  headed 
240  riflemen  and  ambuscaded  a 
section  of  Arnold's  force  at  Hood's

on  James  River.  He  returned 
west  as  a  brigadier  general,  in- 
tending to  capture  Detroit,  but  his 
plan  miscarried.  His  last  impor- 
tant service  was  against  the  In- 
dians in  1782.  He  died  near 
Louisville,  Ky.,  Feb.   18,   1818.

Clay,  Henry.  Born  in  Hanover  Co.," 
Va.,  April  12,  1777.  U.  S.  Sena- 
tor from  Kentucky,  180  6-07,  and 
1810-11,  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  from  Kentucky 
1811-21,  and  1823-25,  serving  as 
Speaker  1811-14,  1815-20  and 
1823-25.  He  was  peace  commis- 
sioner at  Ghent  in  1814,  candidate 
for  the  presidency  in  1824,  Secre- 
tary of  State  1825-2  9,  U.  S.  Sena- 
tor, 1831-42,  and  1849-52.  Whig 
candidate  for  the  presidency  in 
1832  and  1844.  He  died  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  June  29,  1852.

Cocke,  Philip  St.  George.  Born 
April  17,  1809.  Graduated  at  XJ. 
S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
in  1832.  2d  Lieutenant,  2d  Ar- 
tillery, 1832-33,  serving  at  Charles- 
ton Harbor;  Adjutant  2d  Artil- 
lery, 1833-34.

Culpeper,     Thomas,    Lord.        Son   of 

John,  1st  Lord  Culpeper.  Ap- 
pointed July  8,  1675,  by  Charles 
II,  governor  of  Virginia  for  life. 
He  was  sworn  into  office  in  Vir- 
ginia May  10,  16  80.  He  returned 
to  England  in  August  of  same  year. 
He  came  again  in  Nov.  1682  and 
returned     to     England     this     time 


Sep.  17,  1683.  For  quitting  his 
government  in  violation  of  his 
orders,  he  was  arrested  immedi- 
ately upon  arrival  in  England.  A 
jury  of  Middlesex  found  him  guilty 
and  his  commission  was  forfeited. 
He  died  in  1719.  In  1669  he  was 
co-grantee  with  Henry,  Earl  of 
Arlington,  of  the  Northern  Neck. 
By  purchase,  he  became  the  sole 
proprietor.  His  daughter,  Cath- 
erine, sole  heiress,  married  the 
5th  Lord  Fairfax  and  the  North- 
ern Neck  descended  to  their  son 
Thomas,  who  established  his  seat 
in  Virginia  at  Greenway  Court.

Daniel,  John  Warwick.  Born  in 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  Sep.  5,  1842,  son 
of  William  Daniel.  He  was  at- 
tending Dr.  Gessner  Harrison's 
preparatory  school  in  Nelson  Co., 
when  the  Confederate  War  began. 
Enlisted  as  a  private,  but  was  soon 
commissioned  2d  Lieutenant  in 
Co.  C,  27th  Va.  Inf.  He  was 
wounded  at  1st  Manassas,  and 
after  recovery  was  made  2d  Lieu- 
tenant in  Co.  A,  11th  Va.  Inf. 
Later,  promoted  to  1st  Lieutenant 
and  Adjutant,  and  then  to  Major 
of  Cavalry  and  Assistant  Adjutant 
General  on  general  staff  of  Con- 
federate army  and  assigned  to  di- 
vision under  Early.  Was  wound- 
ed severely  at  the  Wilderness,  May 
6,  1864,  and  disabled  from  further 
part  in  the  war.  After  studying 
law  at  the  Univ.  of  Va.  he  began 
practice  at  Lynchburg.  Virginia 
House  of  Delegates,  18  69,  Virginia 
Senate,  1874-1882.  House  of  Re- 
presentatives, 188  4-18  8  6.  U.  S. 
Senator,  1887-1901.  Member  of 
Va.  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1901-02.      Died  June  29,  1910.

Davis,  Jefferson.  Born  June  3,  1808, 
in  Christian  Co.,  Ky.,  now  Todd 
Co.,  Ky.

Educated  at  Transylvania 
College,  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  at 
West  Point,  where  he  graduated 
in  18  28.      2d  Lieutenant,   6th  Inf., 
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1828,  and  served  with  distinction 
in  the  Black  Hawk  war  in  1832. 
Resigned  commission  and  was  mar- 
ried in  183  5.  Removed  to  plan- 
tation, Briarfield,  Miss.  after 
marriage.  Entered  politics  in 
1843.  House  of  Representatives, 
1845-46.  Resigned  in  June,  1846, 
to  enter  army  for  the  War  with 
Mexico.  Colonel  of  a  regiment  of 
volunteers  from  Mississippi.  U. 
S.  Senator,  Dec.  6,  1847  to  Nov. 
1851.  U.  S.  Secretary  of  War, 
Mar.  7,  1853,  to  Mar.  3,  1857. 
U.  S.  Senator,  Mar.  4,  1857  to  Jan. 
21,  18  61,  when  he  withdrew. 
Chosen  President  of  Confederate 
States  by  Provisional  Congress 
and  inaugurated  Feb.  18,  1861. 
Elected  President  of  C.  S.  for  6 
years  and  inaugurated  Feb.  22, 
1862.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he 
was  imprisoned  2  years  at  Fortress 
Monroe  by  the  U.  S.  Latter  part 
of  his  life  he  spent  at  Beauvoir, 
his  home  on  the  Gulf  Coast  of  Mis- 
sissippi. Here  he  prepared  his 
great  work  "Rise  and  Fall  of  the 
Confederate  Government."  He 
died  at  New  Orleans,  Dec.  6,  1889. 
His  body  lies  in  Hollywood  Ceme- 
tery,  Richmond,  Va.

Dummore,  John  Murray,  4th  Earl  of. 

Born  in  1732.  Succeeded  to  peer- 
age in  175  6,  and  sat  in  House  of 
Lords,  1761-69.  In  1770  appoint- 
ed Governor  of  New  York,  and  of 
Virginia,  July,    1771.      He  arrived 


in  Williamsburg  in  Aug.  1771. 
Early  in  1775  a  convention  was 
called  which  met  in  Richmond  on 
Mar.  20,  in  spite  of  the  governor's 
proclamation  against  it.  He  then 
removed  the  powder  from  the 
magazine  at  Williamsburg  to  a 
man-of-war.  Peace  was  only  pre- 
served by  payment  of  price  of 
powder.  Later,  he  took  refuge  in 
the  Fowey,  a  man-of-war.  The 
burgesses  resolved  that  he  had 
abdicated.  He  collected  and 
manned  a  small  flotilla  and  began 
operations  on  the  coast.  He  at- 
tacked Hampton,  but  was  repulsed 
October  25,  1775.  Proclaimed 
freedom  to  all  negroes  who  should 
rally  to  his  standard,  Nov.  7,  and 
was  severely  defeated  by  the  col- 
onists  at    Great     Bridge,     Dec.    9, 

1775.  Burned     Norfolk,     Jan.    1, 

1776.  Dislodged  from  Gwynn's 
Island  by  Virginians  July  8,  1776. 
Governor      of      Bahama      Islands, 

1787-17  96.  Died  at  Ramsgate, 
England,    May,    1809.

Effingham,  Francis  Howard,  5th 
Baron  Howard  of.  According  to 
Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage, 
1904,  p.  542,  Francis  Howard,  5th 
Baron  Howard  of  Effingham,  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia,  was  baptized 
September  17,  1643,  and  died  Mar. 
30,  1695.  He  was  the  son  of  Sir 
Charles  Howard  and  succeeded  to 
the  title  in  1681.  Commissioned 
Governor  of  Virginia  Sep.  28, 
1683,  and  entered  upon  the  duties 
April  16,  1684.  He  was  recalled 
for  his  tyranny  and  rapacity  and 
left  Virginia  Oct.  20,   1688.

As  a 
boy,  he  indented  himself  to  a  sea 
captain  for  seven  years  to  pay 
passage  to  America.  He  was  sold 
to  the  family  of  Anthony  Win- 
ston of  Buckingham  Co.,  Va.  At 
16,  he  entered  the  Army  of  the 
Revolution,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Stony  Point,  Brandy- 
wine,  Monmouth,  Cowpens,  Cam- 
den and  Guilford  C.  H.  He  used 
a  sword  five  feet  long,  which  is  now 
on  exhibition  in  the  State  Library.

Lewis,  Fielding,  of  Weyanoke.  Born 
in  1763,  died  June  13,  1834.  At 
an  early  age  he  was  sent  to  Scot- 
land to  be  educated  and  remained 
there  several  years.  Mr.  Lewis 
was  one  of  the  most  scientific  and 
successful  farmers  of  his  time. 
"For  40  years  he  cultivated  what 


is  now  the  beautiful  estate  of 
Weyanoke;  when  he  took  posses- 
sion of  it,  the  soil  was  exhausted; 
there  was  scarcely  a  tree  within  a 
mile  of  the  unfinished  dwelling 
house;  without  slaves  or  stock  of 
any  description,  without  money, 
without  woodland  to  furnish  fuel 
or  fencing,  he  commenced  his  ca- 
reer." For  a  full  account  of 
Lewis's  method  of  cultivation  see 
Farmer's  Register,  v.  1,  no.  1, 
June,  1833,  p.  17-24.

Mem- 
ber of  Convention  of  1829-30.  In 
the  U.  S.  House  of  Representa- 
tives, 1831-37.  Judge  of  U.  S. 
District  Court.  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  1844.  Appointed  Attorney- 
General    by    President    Polk,    but 
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in  1846  received  the  appointment 
of  Secretary  of  the  Navy  again, 
serving  till  Mar.  14,  18  49.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Virginia  Constitution- 
al Convention  of  1850-51.  In 
1853  appointed  minister  to  France 
and  was  serving  in  this  office  when 
he  died,  in  Paris,   Oct.   3,   1859.

Maury,  Matthew  Fontaine.  Born  in 
Spotsylvania  Co.,  Va.,  Jan.  24, 
180  6.  In  his  4th  year  his  father 
moved  to  the  neighborhood  of 
Franklin,  Tenn.  In  his  16th  year 
he  attended  Harpeth  Academy. 
Appointed  midshipman  in  U.  S. 
Navy  in  1825.  Published  his  first 
work,  Maury's  Navigation  in  183  4. 
Promoted  to  grade  of  Lieutenant, 
1837.  Superintendent  of  Depot  of 
Charts  and  Instruments  at  Wash- 
ington, 18  42.  He  entered  the 
Confederate  Navy,  June  10,  18  61. 
In  Oct.,  1862,  he  established  the 
naval  submarine  battery  service. 
Appointed  one  of  the  Confederate 
Navy  agents  in  Europe,  and  in  this 
capacity  purchased  and  fitted  out 
armed  vessels.  At  the  close  of 
the  war  he  went  to  Mexico,  but 
left  there  at  the  death  of  the  Em- 
peror Maximilian.  He  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Chair  of  Physics  at  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute,  and 
held  this  position  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  Feb.  1,  1873.  To 
Maury's  advocacy,  in  letters  and 
in  periodicals  of  the  time,  is  due 
the  following:  The  adoption  of 
steam  as  a  motive  power  in  ships 
of  war,  the  substitution  of  a  few 
rifled  guns  of  great  size  for  a  mul- 
titude of  smooth  bore  smaller 
pieces  then  on  ships  of  war,  the 
improvement  of  faulty  charts  sup- 
plied to  the  Navy,  establishment  of 
the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis, 
the  system  of  telegraphic  flood  and 
weather  reports,  establishment  of 
the  warehousing  system,  the  1st 
International  Maritime  Conference 
at  Brussels  in  1853,  system  of 
deep  sea  soundings,  the  laying  of 
a  cable  in  the  bed  of  the  ocean, 
method  of  arranging  and  testing 
torpedo  mines.

17,  1804.  In  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives, 1807-09.  Governor, 
Dec.  12,  1814-Dec.  12,  1816.  Died 
Oct.    10,   1820.

Page,  John.  Born  Apr.  17,  1744,  at 
Rosewell.  Educated  at  William  & 
Mary  College.  Member  from  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  College  of  House 
of    Burgesses,     1771-1773.  Ap- 

pointed member  of  the  Council  by 
Dunmore  in  177  3.  After  the  or- 
ganization of  the  State  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council,  June  29,  1776,  and  again 
May  2  9,  1777,  serving  till  May  7, 
1780,  when  he  resigned.  Member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  1781, 
1782,  1788,  1800.  Commissioner 
to  determine  the  boundary  be- 
tween Virginia  and  Pennsylvania, 
1784.

Governor  and  served  until  Mar. 
31,  18  41,  when  he  was  succeeded 
by  John  Rutherfoord.

President  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  Dec.  1,  1775,  and  of  May 
6,  177  6.  Delegate  to  the  1st  Con- 
tinental Congress,  1774.  Member 
of  the  Committee  of  Correspond- 
ence of  1773,  and  President  of  the 
Committee  of  Safety.  Member  of 
the  House  of  Delegates,  1776  to 
1778,  when  he  resigned  to  accept 
position  as  Judge.  President  of 
Va.  Convention  of  178  8.  He  was 
the  first  Judge  of  the  High  Court 
of  Chancery,  soon  after  it  was  es- 
tablished, and  in  consequence 
thereof  was  ex-officio  presiding 
Judge  of  the  first  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. When  the  Court  was  reor- 
ganized he  was  made  President 
and  served  until  his  death,  Oct. 
23,  1803.

On 
duty  in  Washington  Territory, 
185  6-18  61.  Entered  the  Confed- 
erate service  as  Major  of  Artill- 
ery, and  on  July  23,  18  61,  was  ap- 
pointed Colonel.  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral, Feb.   28,   18  62.      Major  Gen- 


eral, Oct.,  18  62.     Died  at  Norfolk, 
July   30,    1875.

Pocahontas.  Daughter  of  Powhatan. 
Born  about  1595.  Married  to 
John  Rolfe  about  the  5th  of  April, 
1614.  With  her  husband  and  in- 
fant son  she  sailed  for  England 
in  the  spring  of  1616,  arriving  at 
Plymouth  in  June.  She  died  at 
Gravesend  in  1617.  The  parish 
death  register  of  Gravesend  has 
this  entry:  "Rebecca  Wrolfe, 
wyffe  of  Thos.  Wrolfe,  gent.,  a  Vir- 
ginia lady  born,  was  buried  in  the 
chancel."  The  Church  of  St. 
George,  where  she  was  buried,  was 
burned  in  the  early  part  of  the 
succeeding  century,  and  all  ves- 
tige of  the  tomb  of  Pocahontas 
disappeared.  Her  son,  Thomas,  re- 
mained in  England  till  1648, 
when  he  came  to  Virginia  and 
married.  He  is  said  to  have  mar- 
ried Miss  Jane  Poythress,  though 
we  know  of  no  documentary  evi- 
dence to  prove  this.

In  1802  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Senate.  In 
the  War  of  1812,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Lieut.  Col.,  Mar.  19,  1812, 
and  Colonel  on  Aug.  15,  1813. 
Governor  of  Virginia,  Dec.  1, 
1816  to  Dec.  1,  1819.  Postmaster 
of  Richmond  for  some  years.     He 
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died     at    Smithfield,     Montgomery 
Co.,  Va.,  May  4,  18  43.

For  enlisting  in  the  cause 
of  the  colonists,  he  was  disin- 
herited by  his  father,  who  sup- 
ported the  crown.  Member  of 
Washington's  staff  and  secretary 
till  Oct.,  177  5.

First  At- 
torney General  of  Virginia  under 
the  new  constitution,  177  6.  Clerk 
of  the  House  of  Delegates.  Dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress, 
1779-82.  Member  of  the  House 
of  Delegates,  1782-85.  Governor, 
Dec.  1,  1786-Dec.  1,  1788.  Mem- 
ber of  Annapolis  Convention,  178  6. 
Member  of  Federal  Convention, 
1787.  Member  of  Virginia  Con- 
vention of  1788.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  U.  S.,  1789-94.  Secre- 
tary of  State,  1794-95.  Died  in 
Frederick   Co.,  Sep.    12,    1812.

Born 
in  Chesterfield  Co.,  Va.,  June  2, 
1773.  He  received  his  early  edu- 
cation at  the  grammar  school  of 
William  and  Mary.  He  spent  a 
few  months  at  Princeton  College, 
and  a  year  at  Columbia  College. 
Began  the  practice  of  law  in  Char- 
lotte Co.  Elected  to  the  U.  S. 
House  of  Rep.  in  17  99  and  served 
continuously  till  1825,  except  two 
terms,  1813-15,  and  1817-19.  U. 
S.  Senator,  1825-27.  In  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives,  1827-29. 
Member  of  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  1829-30.  Minister  to  Rus- 
sia, May  26,  1830-Sep.  19,  1830, 
when  he  resigned.  He  died  in 
Philadelphia,  June  24,   1833.

A  second 
medical  degree  was  received  from 
Bellevue  Medical  College,  N.  Y. 
After  that  were  terms  of  service 
in  the  Brooklyn  City  Hospital  and 
the  City  Hospital,  Blackwell's 
Island.  At  22,  he  was  one  of  the 
inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Health 
of  Brooklyn.  In  1875  he  entered 
the  U.  S.  Army  as  Assistant  Sur- 
geon. In  1893  promoted  Surgeon 
and  was  detailed  in  Washington 
as  Curator  of  the  Army  Medical 
Museum  and  Professor  of  Bacteri- 
ology at  the  Army  Medical  School. 
He  was  selected  in  18  98  as  head 
of  a  board  to  study  typhoid  fever. 
In  June,  1900,  became  president 
of  a  board  to  study  infectious 
diseases  of  Cuba,  and  especially 
yellow  fever.  "He  gave  to  man 
control  over  that  dreadful  scourge, 
yellow  fever."  He  died  Nov.  22, 
1902.

In  the  U.  S.  House  of 
Representatives,  1834-39.  Judge 
of  the  Chancery  Court,  and  after- 
wards of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Richmond.  Special  Commission- 
er to  the  seceding  States,  1861. 
Died  July  5,  1873.

Mar.  31,  1836,  became  Governor 
when  Gov.

41,  18  60-65.  After  the  war,  re- 
moved from  Richmond,  to  Abing- 
don, where  he  died  Feb.  11,  1888.

Robinson,  John.  He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  died  in  May,  17  66.

Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Burgesses  and  Treasurer 
of  Virginia,   1738   to   1766.

He  com- 
manded the  French  army,  6,000 
men,  that  assisted  Washington  in 
the  defeat  of  Cornwallis  at  York- 
town.  On  return  to  France  he 
was  honored  with  various  offices. 
He  retired  in  17  92.  He  died  May 
10,    1807.

Ruffin,  Edmund.  Born  Jan.  5,  1794, 
in  Prince  George  Co.,  Va.

In  1813,  took  charge  of 
an  estate  at  Coggin's  Point, 
Prince  George  Co.,  which  he  in- 
herited from  his  father.  Instru- 
mental in  organizing  an  agricul- 
tural society  in  Prince  George  Co. 
He  became  Secretary  of  the  United 
Agricultural  Societies  of  Vir- 
ginia. He  wrote  numerous  articles 
for  the  magazines,  on  agricul- 
tural and  political  subjects.  He 
established  the  "Farmers'  Regis- 
ter" in  1833,  and  continued  to 
edit  and  publish  it  for  ten  years. 
Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture in  18  41.  Agricultural 
Surveyor     of     South     Carolina    in 

1842.  Organized      the     Virginia 
State      Agricultural       Society      in 

1843,  and  was  president.     Accord- 
ing  to    Puffin's    diary    (See    "Wil- 


liam and  Mary  College  Quarterly," 
v.  20,  p.  78.)  he  .fired  the  first 
shot  at  Fort  Sumter,  after  the 
signal  shot  had  been  fired  from 
Fort  Johnson.  Died  June  15, 
18  65,  wrapped  in  the  folds  of  the 
Stars  and  Bars.

Council  in  1839.  On  Mar.  31, 
1841,  succeeded  J.  M.  Patton  as 
Acting  Governor  and  served  until 
Mar.  31,  1842.  He  continued  in 
the  Council  until  1845.  From 
1836  to  1866,  he  was  President 
of  the  Mutual  Assurance  Co.  of 
Virginia.  He  died  Aug.  3,  18  66.

Scott,  Sir  Walter.  Born  Aug.  15, 
1771.  Died  Sep.  21,  1832.  Au- 
thor of  the  Waverley  novels.

Dele- 
gate to  the  Peace  Convention  at 
Washington  in  18  61.  "  Member  of 
the  Provisional  Congress  of  the 
Confederate  States,  1861-62.  Sec- 
retary of  War  of  the  Confederate 
States,        1862-1865.  Died       in 

Goochland      Co.,     Va.,     Aug.      19, 
1880.

Smith,  George  William.  Born  at 
Bathurst,  Essex  Co.,  about  1762. 
Member  of  House  of  Delegates 
from  Essex  Co.,  1791,  1792,  1793. 
Practiced  law  in  the  City  of  Rich- 
mond. He  was  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  in  1810,  and,  as 
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senior  member  or  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor, he  became  Governor  upon 
the  resignation  of  James  Monroe, 
Dec.  5,  1811.  He  lost  his  life  in 
the  burning  of  the  Richmond 
Theater,  Dec.  2  6  following. 
Oil  painting. 

Smith,  Captain  John.  Baptized  Jan. 
6,  1579-80,  at  Willoughby,  Lin- 
colnshire. After  his  father's 
death  in  15  9  6,  he  entered  the 
French  army,  and  afterv/ards 
served  for  a  few  years  in  the  Low 
Countries.  He  was  again  in  Eng- 
land in  1600.  He  served  with  the 
Austrians  against  the  Turks  but 
was  captured  and  sent  as  a  slave 
to  Turkey.  He  escaped  and 
reached  England  in  1605.  Late 
in  160  6  he  sailed  with  Newport's 
expedition  to  Virginia.  He  ex- 
plored the  Chesapeake,  and  rivers 
of  Virginia.  In  September,  1608, 
he  was  President  of  the  colony. 
He  returned  to  England  in  1609. 
In  1612  published  his  map  of  Vir- 
ginia. Later,  he  explored  the 
coast  of  New  England.  In  1615 
was  captured  by  the  French,  but 
soon  set  free.  The  remainder  of 
his  life  he  spent  in  England,  where 
he    died   in  June,    1631.

Developed  and  controlled  a  daily 
four-horse  post-coach  line  be- 
tween Washington,  D.  C,  and  Mil- 
ledgeville,  Ga.  In  the  U.  S.  House 
of  Representatives,  1841-1843, 
May,  1853-Mar.  4,  18  61.  Re- 
moved to  California  in  1850. 
Delegate  to  the  California  Consti- 
tutional Convention  at  Benicia.

Born  in 
167  6,  in  Tangier,  then  an  Eng- 
lish colony,  in  Africa;  his  father 
was  resident  physician  to  the  Gov- 
ernor. He  was  bred  in  the  army 
and  served  with  distinction  under 
Marlborough.  He  arrived  in  Vir- 
ginia in  June,  1710,  as  the  deputy 
of  George  Hamilton,  Earl  of  Ork- 
ney, Governor  and  Commander-in- 
chief  of  the  colony.  Virginia 
made  progress  in  commerce,  popu- 
lation and  wealth  under  his  ad- 
ministration. He  led  an  expedi- 
tion of  gentlemen  in  1716,  and  1 
discovered  a  passage  through  the  1 
Blue  Ridge  Mts.  He  was  removed 
as  Governor  in  1722.  In  1730,  he 
was  appointed  Deputy  Postmaster- 
General  of  the  colonies  and  held 
office  until  1739.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Major  Gen- 
eral and  was  on  the  eve  of  em- 
barking with  his  troops  for  Car- 
thagena,  when  he  died  at  Annap- 
olis, June  7,  1740.

He  pur- 
chased, in  Nov.,  1847,  the  South- 
ern Literary  Messenger,  and  be- 
came its  editor.

For  a 
short  time,  he  edited  Southern 
Field  and  Fireside,  published  at 
Augusta,  Ga.  Precarious  health 
prevented  him  in  1861  from  serv- 
ing the  State  in  the  army.

C.  W.  Chapman  was  the  son 
of  John  Gadsby  Chapman,  who 
was  a  native  of  Alexandria, 
Va.  The  father  lived  for  many 
years  in  Rome  and  gained  much 
distinction  there  as  an  artist;  he 
painted  the  Baptism  of  Pocahon- 
tas in  the  rotunda  of  the  U.  S. 
Capitol;  was  the  author  of  a  well 
known  book  upon  drawing,  and 
was  the  designer  of  the  illustra- 
tions of  Harpers'  Pictorial  Bible. 
The  son  was  trained  as  an  artist 
by  the  father.  When  the  Con- 
federate War  began,  C.  W.  Chap- 
man enlisted  in  a  Kentucky  regi- 
ment and  gained  distinction  as  a 
courageous  Confederate  soldier  at 
the  battle  of  Shiloh.  He  was 
later  transferred  to  Gen.  Wise's 
command.  During  his  career  as 
a  soldier,  he  was  always  busy 
with  pencil  and  brush  making 
beautiful  sketches  of  army  life. 
His  series  of  sketches  of  Charles- 
ton Harbor  is  now  in  the  Con- 
federate Museum.  After  the  war 
he  lived  in  Mexico,  Rome,  Rich- 
mond, New  York,  and  at  Hamp- 
ton, Va.,  where  he  died.  Before 
his  death  he  presented  to  the 
State  Library  a  collection  of  paint- 
ings, about  200  in  number,  illus- 
trative of  the  work  of  his  father, 
his  brother  and  himself. 

The  painting  of  Fort  Sumter  was 
made  at  the  time  of  the  siege  of 
Charleston  in  1864,  and  presented  by 
the  artist  to  the  Library  in  1S99.
